Atlantans Interested in the

bine Under the Title of 
the Atlanta School Im- 
provement Association. 


E. A. NEELY IS ELECTED 
HEAD OF ORGANIZATION 


At Meeting to Be Held Two 
Weeks From Now Nom- 
inations Will Be Submit- 
ted and: Acted Upon. 


The first move in the campaign that 


has been inaugurated for the purpose 
of securing the best available men for 
service upon the new board of educa- 
tion was made Tuesday afternoon at 4 
o'clock at the chamber of commerce, 
when the membership of the various 
Parent-Teacher associations, the 
School Improvement’ clubs, the 
“Wake-Up-Daddy” movement and a 
‘number of prominent citizens were 
brought together and combined under 
the Atlanta School Improvement asso- 
ciation, with E. A. Neely as president. 

President Neely was instructed by a 
motion that was adopted by the gath- 
ering to appoint an executive commit- 
tee of ten members, five men and five 
women, and that this committee be in- 
structed to report to a meeting of the 
organization two weeks from now and 
be prepared to name the men to be 
candidates for the new school board. 

The above results were brought 
about after much discussion, and after 
many speeches had been made from 
various people concerning the best 
methods by which a solution of the 
present school situation might be 


reached . 
Neely in Chair. 


The meeting, which was well attend- 
ed, there being many prominent men 
and women present, opened with E. A. 
Neely in the chair. Dr. J. Sprole Lyon, 
of the First Presbyterian church, was 
the first speaker, and he made a plea 
for the separation of the schools from 
any shadow of political influence. He 
told of the divorce. of the school sys- 
tem from the city government in Louis- 
ville, Ky., and showed what a pro- 
nounced success it had been. 

Dr. Lyon eulogized the women as 
public servants, and declared himself as 
being heartily favorable to the service 
of women on school boards. “The 
women have more interest in these 
things than the men have,” said Dr. 
Lyons, “and they would do more toward 
taking the schools out of politics.” He 
was applauded, giving evidence that the 
crowd was with himin the above senti- 
ments, but it was later explained by 
Senator Walter P. Andrews that 
women could not serve on the board 
under the laws of Georgia, not being 
voters. 

Fred E, Winburn spoke next, and in- 
dorsed the sentiments of Dr. Lyon, 
in so far as the service of women on 
the school board is concerned. He said 
that there was no honesty in politics, 
as men could not be sincere, even with 
themselves, when in politics. Then he 
related an instance, he declared a 
friend, a politician of the city, told him 
about, when he, the politician, in order 
to secure an appropriation of $300 to 
floor a certain school building,*had to 
agree to appropriations amounting to 
$10,000, for which the object of which 
he knew nothing at all. “Any other 
business handled like the schools of 
Atlanta,” said the speaker, “would 
have gone bankrupt in a short while.” 

H. P. Hermance Speaks. 

H. P. Hermance was next introduced 
to the audience, and he stated that he 
had refused to send his daughter to 
the Girls’ High school because it is 
such a fire trap, and that it is a dis- 
grace to the city that no better way is 
provided for caring for the pupils and 
teachers in-that school. Mr. Hermance 
declared in favor of putting women on 
the school board, as they would give 
the necessary time to the work which,’ 
he declared, men would not and could 
not do. 

Here the question was asked whether 
or not any provision had been made 
in the new law for allowing women to 
serve on the new board, and Senator 
Andrews declared they could not serve 
because they were not qualified voters. 

Senator Andrews epoke at this point, 


saying t he had favored the new 
law, and had helped to put it through 


bécause his desire was to aid the schoo 


system, and not that he wished any 
reflection to fall upon the members of 
the city council. He then explained

Federal Court Blocks Effort 
to Raise the Rates in 
Knoxville. 


Memphis, Tenn., September 24.—Fed- 
eral Judge McCall, in an opinion hand- 
ed down today on the petition of the 
Knoxville Gas company seeking an in- 
crease in rates, ruled that the fran- 
chise contract made by that company 
with the city of Knoxville several 
years ago still is binding and, while 
admitting that there is need of relief, 
due to war conditions, Judge McCall 
fheld that his court, as a court of 
equity, cannot act in the case. 

The petition was filed “before Fed- 
eral Judge Sanford at Knoxville, but 


was transferred to the federal district 
court here when Judge Sanford volun- 
tarily disqualified himself. The de- 
cision of the court here has been de- 
livered to Judge Sanford. 

It was stated that the case, regarded 
as @ test case for a number of others 
now pending in various southern cities, 
will be appealed to the federal court 
of appeals at Cincinnati.

Montgomery, Ala, September 24. 
Responding to the telegram of Gov- 
ernor Henderson, of the 20th, pro- 
testing the plan to fix the prices of 
raw cotton, in which he stressed 
the greatly increased price of la- 
bor in producing the crop, as well 
as the fact that the price of this 
commodity thus far has not reached 
such a point as to interfere with 
governmental plans, President Wil- 
son has sent the following telegram: 

“Thank you for your telegram of 
September 20. Allow me to assure 
you that the considerations you urge 
will have their just weight in de- 
termining any conclusion that may 
be arrived at.”

Washington, September 24.—Pro- 


tests wee the government fixing 
basic prices for standard grades of cot- 
ton marked the beginning today of the 


deliberations of the new committee 
named to investigate the cotton situa- 
tion. 

A delegation of the cotton states of- 
ficial advisory marketing committee 
appeared before the committee late to- 
day after conferring at the capitol with 
Senator Smith, of South Carolina, and 
his associates from the cotton states. 
J. J. Brown, Georgia’s commissioner 
of agriculture, headed the delegation, 
and voiced what he termed the protest 
of the farmers against price-fixing. Mr. 
Brown is president of the advisory 
marketing committee, which is com- 
posed of the commissioners of agricul- 
ture of the cotton states, directors of 
the cotton states marketing bureau and 
the presidents of the Farmers’ unions 
of those states. He said his organiza- 
tion believed the law of supply and 
demand should govern prices. 

Drastic Action Not Necessary. 

While willing to submit to any act 
of the government as a war measure, 
Mr. Brown said he did not believe such 
drastic action‘as price-fixing is neces- 
sary. The wisdom of the appointment 
of the cotton distribution committee, 
empowered to buy cotton for the gov- 
ernment and the allies, and to allocate 
it as to quality and grade to all domes- 
tic and foreign consumers, was ques- 
tioned by Mr. Brown and the other del- 
egates. 

The government's theory that some 
control must be exercised over distribu- 
tion of the lower grades of cotton s0 
as to force them on the domestic mar- 
and thus release greater quanti- 
ties of the higher grades for govern- 
ment requirements, was based upon an 
erroneous view, Mr. Brown said. The 
lower grades, he added, are being dis- 
tributed normally and governmental in- 
terference would be unwise from an 
economié standpoint. 

Goyernor Manning, of South Carolina, 
and Senator Bennet, of that state, con- 
ferred today with Chairman Page, of 
the cotton committee, discussing with 
him the cotton situation from the view- 
point of the possible activities of the 
new committee with reference to price- 
fixing. 

Chairman Page said today that his 
committee was just getting down to 
work and that no official announce- 
ment of progress made was to be ex- 
pected until more information was at 
hand. Price-fixing, he said, will not 
be considered until the effect of the 
work of the cotton distribution com.« 
mittee is felt. 

Through his committee, Chairman 
Page said, it is hoped the‘grice of cot- 
ton may be stabilized to the point 
where pirce-fixing will not be neceg-

VIGOROUS RESISTANCE 
OFFERED BY GERMANS 


But Allies Pushed Ahead 
at Practically All Points. 
More Than 1,300 Germans 
Captured, and Battle Still 
Proceeding. 


New York, September 24.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—In France the British and 
French are continuing to draw their 
net more closely about St. Quentin and 
the remaining elements of the Hinden- 
burg line in this immediate region. 

St. Quentin, through the latest ad- 
vances of the British and French is all 
but enveloped, and to the north the 
strong enemy line protecting Cambrai 
has been further encroached upon by 
Field Marshal Haig’s men. 


Ta the west of St. Quentin, over a 


front of four miles running south from | 
the Omignon river, the British have 
materially advanced their front, not- 
withstanding the desperate resistance 


of the enemy and has taken about 800 | 


prisoners. Hard fighting is in progress 
at Helency, a scant two milés from 
the western outskirts of St. Quentin. 
Around HBpehy and further north in 
the Cambrai sector the British positions 
in front of the Hindenburg line have 
been bettered. In Flanders the British

have recaptured a portion of their old 


trench system south of Ypres. 


That the Germans, even though the' 


weather conditions preclude infantry 
activity, are fearful that the Ameri- 
cans anticipate further attack is indi- 
cated by their almost continuous bom- 
bardment of the American positions 
with heavy guns along the Lorraine 
front. 


BRITISH AND FRENCH 
SMASH THE DEFENSES 
BEFORE ST. QUENTIN 


With the British Army in France, 
September 234.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—Another Anglo-French assault 
was delivered against the German de- 
fenses before St. Quentin today. Re- 
ports received up to 2 o’clock this 
afternoon indicated that the allied at- 
tack was meeting with great success. 

On the right the French appeared 
to have possession of L’Epine de Dal- 
lon, southwest of St. Quentin, a strong 
position known as Round Hill, to the 
west of the threatened city, and the 
hamlet of Francilly-Selency, while to 
the north the British had seized the 
high ground west of Fayet and cleared 
the woods east of Fresnoy of the ene- 
my, and stormed their way through 
Pontret. 

This place Hes only three-quarters 
of a mile from the bend in the St. 
Quentin canal, which forms a vital 
part of the Hindenburg bulwarks. It 
was around Pontruet that the British 
captured many hundreds of prisoners. 

Fighting was proceeding this after- 
noon along the ridge between Pontruet 
and Gricourt. 


FIGHTING CONTINUES 
WEST OF ST. QUENTIN 


London, September 24.—In the region 
west of St. Quentin the British troops 
have carried out a successful operation 
over a front of four miles from the 
Omignon river south and taken about 
800 prisoners, according to Field Mar- 
sha] Haig’s communication issued to- 
night, 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

“a successful operation was carried 
out this morning in co-operation with 
the French in the St. Quentin sector. 
At dawn English troops attacked over 
a front of four miles from the neigh- 
borhood of the Omignon river south- 
ward. Good progress was made all 
along this front. About 800 prisoners 
were taken. 

‘Vigorous resistance was encountered 
at a number of points, especially in 
the neighborhood of Selency, where the 
fighting is still continuing. 

“There was local fighting again to- 
day northeast of Epehy, as a result of 
which we improved our . positions 
slightly. On the remainder of the front 
there is nothing to report.” 

The British day statement says: 

“Fighting is taking place to our 
advantage in the sector east of Ver- 
mand, where we are reported to be 
making progress.

BULGARS ROUTED 
ON BROAD FRONT. 


On a hundred-mile front in Mace- 
donia, in the region of Monastir, to 
Lake Doiran, the entire entente armies | 
have pressed further forward against 
the demoralized Bulgarians and Ger- 
mans, whose reinforcements have not 
been able to stiffen the line for a face 
about. North of Monastir the impor- 
tant strategic position of Prilep has 
been occupied, thus giving control of 
the numerous roads radiating from it to 
the French cavalry; in the center the 
Serbians have pushed their wedge fur- 
ther in between the enemy’s western and 
eastern armies, while on the extreme 
eastern flank the British and Greeks 
have advanced along both sides of the 
Vardartoadepth averaging about 10 
miles over a front of 20 miles. No- 
where are the entente commanders per- 
mitting the Bulgarians and Germans to 
lose contact with the advancing troops 
which are harassing them vigorously. 

So badly has the Hundred- mile line 
been penetrated or battered that im- 
mediate dire calamity seeming faces 
the enemy unlercs the retirement is 
greatly hastened, unless the enemy is 
fleet enough of foot to outdistance the 
allies on the wings of the drive and 
reconstitute his front to the north with 
its center resting possibly on Uskub 
or thereabouts. Even if such a maneu- 
ver is possible doubtless it will be 
necessary for the enemy to straighten 
his line westward through Albania to 
the Adriatic sea. 

That the allied flanks are moving 
swiftly to prevent the separated armies 
from joining up is indicated in the 
capture of Prilep and the advance of 
the British to the north of Lake Doiran.

Hartford, N- Y., and B. B. Saunders, 
Westfield, N. J. 

The names of the three injured men 
were not given out by the naval au- 
thorities. 

Nothing was known as to the cause 
of the accident, nor had it been deter- 
mined tonight from what height the 
plane fell. 

The accident occurred within a short 
distance of the training station, and 
although immediate search was made

Washington, September 34.—The 
American people will be asked to sub- 
scribe in the three weeks beginning 
next Saturday, the greatest loan in all 
history. 

The treasury department announced 
tonight that the amount of this, the 
fourth, Liberty loan, will be $6,000.- 
000,000. The bonds will bear 4% per 
cent interest, and will mature in 
twenty years, with the government 
reserving the right to pay them in 
fifteen years if it elects. 

In making public these final details 
of the loan, the treasury also gave out 
hare quotas each federal reserve dis- 
trict is expected to subscribe, and from 
which will be figured the share of 
each state, county, city and hamlet. 
Apportionments for states and smaller 


subdivisions will be worked out by 
district organizations and announced 
within a few days. By the time the 
campaign opens a moment after. next. 
Friday midnight, every community 
may know what goal it will have to 
reach to gain the coveted honor flag. 

In assigning quotas, the treasury 
took into consideration unusual condi- 
tions, either of prosperity or of busi- 
ness hardships, as well as the banking 
resources of each district. 

New York, with its big financial in- 
terests and corporation headquarters, 
is asked to raise $1,800,000,000, or 30 
per cent of the total. The Chicago 
district quota is placed at 14% per 
cent, and Cleveland 10 per cent. Dal- 
las, partly because of recent drouths 
in the southwest, is asked for only 
21-10 per cent.

New York, September 24.—Six billion

= A@oo, in 4 stirring address here to- 
- might, outlining the government's plan 
for the campaign, which starts Satur- 
day. 

The share allotted to New York fed- 
eral reserve district is $1,800,000,000, or 
80 per cent of the greatest loan yet of- 
fered. The loan, which will bear 4% 
per cent interest, will run for twenty 
years, maturing October 15, 1938, unless 
the government should exercise its re- 
served right to redeem the bonds on 
or after October 15, 1933. 

Needed to Lick the Kaiser. 

Asserting that without this vast sum 
“we cannot lick the kaiser,” Secretary 
McAdoo made a special appeal for the 
subscriptions of  corperations anda 
wealthy individuals, as returns from 
the Third Liberty Loan indicated that 
wealthy corporations and persons of 
large means had not responded “com- 
meénsurately with their abilities to 
help.” He pointed out that of the 138,- 
000,000 Americans who subscribed for 
the last loan, only 22,500, including cor- 
porations, bought bonds in excess of 
$10,000. 

“It would be preposterous,” he said, 
“to say that there are only 22,500 men, 
women and corporations in America 
able to lend more than $10,000 each to 
their government in Liberty Bonds.” 

Mr. McA4oo also condemned the prac- 
tice of “swindlers and unscrupulous 
and unpatriotic people who had in- 
duced holders of Liberty Bonds to ex- 
change them for stocks or investments 
of doubtful value.” He pointed out 
that these operations forced the treas- 
ury to buy the bonds thrown upen the 
market in order to protect the mar- 
ket and the credit of the government. 

“Thus the treasury’s available re- 
sources from the loén,” he declared, 
“are depleted amd forced in unworthy 
channels, oftentimes in wildcat enter- 
Prices, to the injury of the American 
people and to the detriment of the war. 
We must create a healthy public opin- 
jon which will reprebend such prac- 
tices. We must provide the machin- 
ery and the means through which those 
who have to sell their bonds may do so 
and get the highest possible price for 
them, while at the same time protect- 

imag the innocent investor.” 
Secretary McAdoo’s Address. 

Applauded by a crowd, which filled 
Carnegie hall, Mr. McAdoo sald in part:

Intense Heavy Gunfire in 
Lorraine Seemingly De- 
notes Great Uneasiness oh 


Part of the Enemy. 


“With the American Forces in Lor- 
raine, September 24—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The Germans in the past 
twenty-four hours have increased the 
intensity of their heavy gunfire on the 
American front. which seemingly de- 
notes the greatest uneasiness on the 
part of the enemy. Otherwise the Ger- 
man activity Has ‘been tonfined to 
raids and patrolling. 

Although there appeared to be no 
set purpose for the vague fire of the 
German artillery. which did no damage, 
the enemy spent the entire night in 
bombarding the back areas southwest 
of Kammes, and kept up a bombard- 
ment north and south of Pnxt-a-Mous- 
son for hours at a stretch.

FORMER EXAMINER 
FOR LOCAL BOARD 
MAKES STATEMENT 


Following the removal of four mem- 
bers of the Bartow county local ex- 
emption board for alleged irregulari- 
ties, which action was taken by Pro- 
vost Marshal General Growder and 
which was effective August 22, 1918, 
Dr. W. C. Griffin, ex-medical examiner 
of the board, Tuesday gave out the fol- 
lowing statement concerning his re- 
moval: 


Gentlemen:

On August 22d there ap- 
in your paper the announcement 


which was spread all over the country that! 


the Bartow county local board, giving the 
names of the members, to wit: W. W. 
Caloway, chairman; W. C. Griffin, medical 
member, and William T. Townsend, clerk, 
had been ‘“‘fired.’’ 

Since that time I have been silent, think- 
ing that the proper authorities would re- 
alize that I had been done a grave injus- 
tice and would correct it so far as I was 
concerned, Nothing has been done, and in 
justice to myself and to my friends, out of 
Bartow county, in and out of the state, I 
am compelled to make this statement, and 
ask for as much publicity in this as was 
given the first announcement. 

To begin with, I objected to the appoint- 
ment tendered me on grounds which I con- 
sidered sufficient, and I accepted the po- 
sition against my will, and only after I 
was threatened with arrest in the event I 
refused. ; 

Your announcement stated that the board 
was removed on account of “alleged irreg- 
ularities.”” I do not know what the “al- 
leged irregularities’’ were, unless the same 
arose by reason of the re-classification dur- 
ing “class One week,’’ beginning June 24. 
At that time all local boards were directed 
by the department to review, with the as- 
sistance and advice of the government ap- 
peal agent and the legal advisory board, 
all of the questionnaires of those regis- 
trants held in deferred classes, A meeting 
was first*called to devise plans to expedite 
the work, and the chairman of the legal 
advisory board was asked to be present, but 
failed to appear. On the morning of June 
24 the board met and the chairman of the 
legal advisory board was called on by 
phone for assistance, but,refused to appear, 
giving as his reason that he was busy. 
Later on he stated to me that he was in 
New York, but I assert and can prove that 
he answered his phone when called to meet 
with us on June 24. He afterwards told 
me on the streets that I had been unjustly 
treated. I told him if he thought so I 
would be glad for him to make this state- 
ment over his signature. This he refused 
to do. 

When the work began a majority of the 
board took the position that registrants in 
deferred classes should be moved up and 
thus more men would be placed in Class I. 
I opposed this, stating that such action 
would not be sustained, but I was over- 
ruled, I then insisted that the district 
board or adjutant general in Atlanta be 
called for instructions. In this I was over- 
ruled. The result was that a great many 
registrants were taken from deferred clanigs 
agd placed in Class I. However, before th 
review was completed, the other members 
of the board realized that I was right and 
we agreed to place, and did place, the 
greater majority of the registrants back in 
their former classes. I later discussed this 
matter with the members of the district 
board and with the adjutant general, and 
they informed me that my position was 
correct. 

On more than one occasion I tried to 
resign from the board, for’ reasons suffi- 
cient to myself, but each time I was told 
by the persons in authority that my serv- 
ices were appreciated and my work on the 
board was satisfactory. 

It is not my desire to stir up trouble or 
air again this isagreeable subject, but 
drafted into the 
work and then “fired’’ from the position, 
even after my record on the board is sus- 
tained by the proper authorities, I feel 
that I have been done a grave injustice, 
and my many friends feel the same way 
about it.

INFLUENZA CASES 
IN THE ARMY CAMPS 
INCREASE TO 23,000 


Washington, September 24.—Nearly 
8,000 new cases of Spanish influenza 
in army camps had been reported to 
the office of the surgeon general of 
the army up to noon today, increasing 
the total number of cases to nearly 
23,000. Deaths reported were 112, due 
chiefly to pneumonia, which followed 
influenza. The total of pneumonia 
cases was 390 for all camps. ‘ 

New cases of influenza were report- 
ed today from 21 camps in all, while 
Camp Beauregard, La., its first cases; 
mec Devens, Mass., had the highest 
number of new cases, 616, and Camp 
Lee, Va., the second highest, 528. 

The total number of cases at Camp 
Devens is now placed at 10,789, and it 
was announced that Colonel William .H. 
Welch, a bacteriologist and organizer 
of the Rockefeller institute; Dr. Rufus 
Cole, an expert on respiratory diseases 
from the institute, and Colonel Victor 
Vaughn, of the army division of sani- 
tation, have been sent to Camp Devens 
to study conditions there in an effort 
to combat the disease.

BIG DRAFT LOTTERY 
COMING NEXT WEEK 


Order Numbers for 13,000,- 
000 Men Will Be Drawn, 
But Youths of 18 and Men 
Between 36 and 45 Will 
Be’ Classified Last. 


Washington, September 24.—The na- 
tional lottery which, in a measure, will 
determine the order of the calling of 
the 13,000,000 men between 18 and 45 
years of age who registered September 
12 ,probably will not be held before 
next week. Officials had hoped to fx 
a date late this week, but this plan 
is understood to have been abandoned 
in order that additional time may be 
given local boards to correct any er- 
rors made in essigning serial numbers 
to the registrants. 

Since men between 19 and 36 are 
to be the first called to the colors, the 
drawing will have less effect upon de- 
termining the order of the call than 
did that for the nearly 1,000,000 men 
who turned 21 before last June 6. 
Order numbers for all the 13,000,000 
men will be drawn, birt youths of 18 
and men between 86 and 45 will not be 
Classified until the boards have given 
classification to all the men between 19 
and 36. who are the first to receive 
their questionnaires. In the meantime 
many of the 19-36 classes will have 
been inducted into service. 

Attaching Serial Numbers. 

Reports received today by Provost 
Marshal General Crowder from nearly 
all states indicated that satisfactory 
progress is being made by local boards 
in attaching serial numbers to the reg- 
istration cards, but in one or two in- 
stances mistakes by local boards have 
made necessary the renumbering of the 
ecards for all registrants under, their 
jurisdiction. No date for the drawing 
can be. fixed until this work is com- 
pleted. 

One New England board before at- 
taching the numbers classified all reg- 
istrants by age, making a separate 
group of 18-year-old registrants, a sec- 
ond for registrants between 19 and 37, 
and a third for those from 87 to 465 
years old. This was held to introduce 
a possibility of affecting unfairly the 
order of the call, though the intention 
was merely to facilitate the additional 
work of classification to be done ater, 
and orders were issued to renumber the 
entire group. 

Only five states have now to report 
the totals of the registration. Unless 
their returns show sharp decreases un- 
der the official estimate, the total reg- 
istration will exceed the original esti- 
mate of 12,778,000.

| FORCING PASSAGE 

| OF VARDAR RIVER

London. September 24.—French cav-

London, September 24.—The Serbian 
troops continue to cross the River 
Vardar northeast of Monastir, and are 
in constant contact with the Bul- 
garians, says the Serbian official state- 
ment of Monday. 

The Bulgarians are burning villages 
and stores of material. The Serbians, 
however, have captured\ great quanti- 
ties of material. \ 

Around Prilep the Serbians are on 
the Gradsko-Prilep road to the north- 
east, while to the southeast they have 
reached the steep massif of the Drenska 
mountain range. 

The official statement reads: 

“On the pe gear our troops con- 
tinued to cross the Vardar, where they 
are in contact with the enemy. 

“Toward the Prilep Serbian troops. 
have reached the very steep massif of 
the Drenska mountain range, and at 
several points are in the Gradsko- 
Prilep road. 

“The enemy continues to burn vil- 
lages and his own stores. Despite this, 
however, great quantities of war ma- 
terial have fallen into our hands. On 


the Vardar railway line from Uskub 
to Saloniki, we have captured several 


trains.” 
Allies Effect Junction. 


London, September 24.—The Anglo- 
Greek forces in the Doiran region have 
effected a junction with the Franco- 
Greek forces to the west and continue 
to pursue the retreating Bulgarians, 
says the British official statement on 
Macedonian operations, ¥ 

The Anglo-Greeks have reached 
Smokvitsa, marking an advance of ten 
miles up the Vardar, and are at Baza- 
reli, three milse north of Lake Doiran. 

The statement reads: 

“The pursuit of the retreating Bul- 
garians on the Monastir, and Doiran 
fronts continues. The | mglo-Greeks 
have reached the line Bazgareli-Furka- 
Smokvitsa, where they are in touch 
with the Franco-Greek forces.” 

12,000 Bulgars Captured. 

London, September 24.—The allies are 
advancing on a front of twenty miles in 
Macedonia close on the heels of the 
first and second Bul’arian armies, 
which are retreating in disorder. The 
Serbians, according to news received in 
London today, are within seven miles 
of Prilep, on the southeast, while the 
British, after the capture of the town 
of Dolran, are advancing to the north, 
passing Karaghlulur, on the east side 
of the lake. 

Strong bodies of. Serbians have estab- 
lished themselves on the eastern bank 
of thé Vardar between Demirkapu pass 
and Krivolak and are covering the 
passage of the main body of the Serbi- 
ans. Cavalry meanwhile are feeling 
their way across the plain towards Lipa 
and Kaliyan. . 

The Serbians have achieved a notable 
success in the capture of the fomidable 
Drenska massif, a great natural de- 
fense to Prilep. The Italians have cap- 
tured another important height on the 
Monastir front, known as Liobishte, 
giving them observation over Selecha 
plain to the Cerna river.

AS TO PRICE FIXING. 


After all that has been said, the situation 
with reference to the proposed fixation of 
the price of cotton seems to be not nearly 
so discouraging as earlier reports pictured 
it; and many of the conclusions that were 
based. upon these reports seem now to have 
been hastily formed, and, in a large measure, 
at least, without justification. 

Apparently, much of the misgiving of the 
last few days has been due to a hysterical 
misconstruction that a large number of peo- 

le placed upon the president’s determina- 

tion to investigate and to the tendency to 
too hastily leap at the conclusion that in- 
vestigation meant action. 


About a week ago it was reported that 
Secretary of Agriculture Houston had de 
clared that in his opinion 25 cents a pound Is, 
a fair price for cotton, and the statement 
was definitely made that President Wilson 
had determined upon fixing the price of cot- 
ton. 

Now it develops that Secretary Houston 
made no such statement, and that the presi- 
dent states that nobody had any authority 
to quote him on the basis that the cotton- 
price fixing question has already been 
settled. 

In the meantime a lot of people seem to 
have completely lost their heads! 


The price has not been fixed, nor even 
authoritatively suggested; and the indica- 
tions are that nothing is even likely to be 
done that will interfere with the present 
year’s crop. And it is most improbable that 


any step will be taken to modify prevailing |. 


prices. 

The truth is, the investigation into the 
whole cotton situation will have the effect 
of convincing the public that the prevailing 
prices of cotton are entirely reasonable. 

When we look back over the records and 
find that during the civil war cotton prices 
soared to as high as.$1.89 a pound, any rea- 
sonable,man is forced to admit that the 
prices prevailing now, during the present 
war crisis, are not only reasonable, but low 
by comparison! 

Furthermore, when we compare the price 
of cotton now with those of other agricul- 
tural products, we find that it does not allow 
more margin of profit than wheat, corn or 
other products of the farm. 


Certainly so long as cotton prices are 
kept within reasonable bounds—so long as 
the producer is earning net profits no greater 

. than those earned by the producers of other 
farm commodities—there is no grounds for 
protest. 

When, a few years ago, cotton prices 
went down to around seven cents a pound 
nobody asked the government to step in and 
fix the price at a reasonable figure, even 
though the farmers were not getting out of 
their crops anything like the amount it had 
taken to make them. 

The farmers “took their medicine” then; 
and nobody should now begrudge them the 
fair margin of profit they are enabled to 
realize out of prices prevailing now!

‘WATCH THEIR SMOKE!” 


Writing to a friend in Atlanta, an Atlanta 
man who is now captain of a company of 
the Eighty-second division in France—soon 
to be “in Germany!’’—asks for more “let- 
ters from home” for his men. Nothing, he 
says, can compare with a heavy mail as a 
morale builder. 


To quote his own words: 

“Letters from the folks at home are the 
best stimulants we get these days. Give a 
battalion a big mall on the eve of a battle, 
then watch their smoke!” 

There is a psychological principle in- 
volved in that, but it is easy to understand. 

Everybody with a human heart and soul 
is familiar with the buoyant effect of cheer- 
ful tidings from loved ones at a distance: 
and all who are, or who have been, away 
from home have experienced the exhilara- 
tion that follows receipt of a letter directly 
from the home fireside, or from a relative 
or friend in the “home town” or the home 
neighborhood. 

That is true under ordjnary conditions. 

What, then, must be the intensified depth 
of its truth as it applies to the soldier whom 
duty has called to face the hazards and 
vicissitudes that prevail in the zone of un- 
certainties on the other side of the sea! 

A prolonged interval of silence between 
home and him—silence that is bound to 
germinate a sense of uncertainty, and anx- 
lety,if not misgivings—makes the man’ heavy 
of heart; it weighs upon his spirit; it dulls 
the edge of his zeal; and, if he is tempera- 
mentally inclined toward melancholia, he 
magnifies the hours into days and the days 
into fortnights, and it makes him fee] that, 
after all, perhaps, “the game isn’t worth 
the candle!”’ 

But let him hear a comrade shout: 
“Hey, Buck! Here’s a letter for you!”—and 
then let him open the letter, to find that it 
is from “Mother,” or “Dad,” or a brother, a 
sister, or “the only girl,” or even from the 
“home town” loafer, for that’ matter—and 
“Buck” is a.new man and a different soldier! 

Then, “give a battalion a big mall” of 
letters like that— 

And “watch their smoke” when they go 
“over the top” with their letters in their 
blouse pockets! 

So write to the boys who are away from 
home serving you and their country! Never 
mind about kinship, write to your friends 
and acquaintances among them. 

But keep your troubles at home; the 
boys over yonder have plenty of troubles of 
their own in the line of their “grim busi- 
ness.” Do not bemoan your own possible 
hardships; but think of their positive ones— 
yet the letter from home should not stress 
even them. Write the good news of home; 
the rest will “keep” until the boys return. 
Write cheerfully, hopefully, encouragingly— 
write in such tones and phraseology that 
whgn the recipient of the letter is called up 
for duty, whatevef it might be or might 
entail, he will go about it with a spirit and 
feeling that “the folks at home are ‘pulling’ 
for me; they want me to do this, and I am 
doing it for them!”

The National War Labor Board is con- 
sidering this week the Atlanta stree* railway 
case, the agreement to appeal to this tribu- 
nal having brought about a cessation of the 
strike that recently tied up the electric 
tranaportation in Atlanta. 

By reason of this hearing now being in 
progress in Washington. in which representa- 
tives of the street railway company and the 
employees are present, it is interesting to 
know what the National War Labor Board 
is, its functions, and 80, on. 


War Labor Board 
And Its Functions. 


On January 28, 1918, William B. Wilson, 
Secretary of labor, and a member of the 
Council of National Defense, invited the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board to name 
five representatives of employers, and the“ 
American Federation of Labor to name five 
representatives of workers, each of the five 
to nominate a representative of the public, 
to meet in the effort to formulate a pro- 
gram of industrial relations. 

This board met in Washington and after 
several weeks’ conference reported to Sec- 
retary of Labor Wilson a plan for the crea- 
tion of a National War Labor Board and 
setting forth the principles and policies to 
govern relations between workers and e¢m- 
ployers in war industries for the duration 
of the war. 

The functions and powers of the national 
board are as follows: 

To bring about a settlement by media- 
tion and conciliation of every controversy 
arising between employers and workers in 
the field of production necessary for the ef- 
fective conduct of the war. 

To do the same thing in similar contro- 
,versies in other fields of national activity, 
delays and obstructions in which may, in 
the opinion of the national board, affect det- 
rimentally such production. 

To provide such machinery by direct ap- 
pointment, or otherwise, for selection of com- 
mittees or boards to sit in various parts 
of the country where controversies arise, to 
secure settlement by local mediation concil- 
iation. 

To summon the parties to the controversy 
for hearing and action by the national board 
in case of failure to secure settlement Dy 
local mediation and conciliation. 

If the sincere and determined effort of 
the national board shall fail to bring about 
a voluntary settlement, and the members of 
the board shall be unable unanimously to 
agree upon a decision, then and in that case 
and only as a last resort, an umpire shall 
hear and. finally decide the controversy un- 
der simple rules of procedure prescribed by 
the national board. , 

The members of the national board shall 
choose the umpire by unanimous vote. Fail- 
ing such choice, the name of the umpire 
shall be drawn by lot from a list of ten suit- 
able and disinterested persona to be nomi- 
nated for the purpose by the president. 

The action of the national board may be 
invoked in respect to controversies within 
its jurisdiction, by the secretary of labor or 
by either side in a controversy op its duly 
authorized representative. The board, after 
summary consideration, may, refuse further 
hearing if the case is not of such charac- 
ter or importance to justify it. 

In the appointment of committees of its 
own members to act for the board in general 
or local matters, and in the creation of local 
committees, the employers and the workers 
shall be equally represented. 

The representatives of the publicyin the 
board shall preside alternately at successive 


sessions of the board or as agreed upon.

Principles to Govern 
The Board’s Action. 

The board in its mediating and concilia- 
tory action, and the umpire in his consider- 
ation of a controversy, shall be governed by 
the fdllowing principles: 

There should be no strikes or lockouts 
during the war. i 

The right of workers to organize in trade 
unions and to bargain collectively, through 
chosen representatives, is recognized and af- 
firmed. This right shall not be _ denied, 
abridged or interfered with by the employers 
in any manner whatsoever. 

The right of employers to organize in as- 
sociations or groups and to bargain collec- 
tively, through chosen representatives, <s 
recognized and affirmed. This right shall 
not be denied, abridged or interfered with 
by the workers in any manner whatsoever. 

Employers should not discharge workers 
for membership in trade unions, nor for 
legitimate trade union activities. 

The workers, in the exercise of their 
right to organize, shall not use coercive 
measures of any kind to induce persons to 
join their organizations, nor to induce em- 
ployers to bargain or deal therewith. 

In establishments where the union shop 
exists the same shall continue and the 
union standards as to wages, hours of labor 
and other conditions of employment shall 
be maintained. 

In establishments where union and non- 
union men and women now work together, 
and the employer meets only with employees 
or representatives engaged in said estab- 
lishments, the continuance of such condi- 
tion shall not be deemed a grievance. This 
declaration, however, is not intended in any 
manner to deny the right, or discourage the 
practice of the formation of labor unions, 
or the joining of the same by the workers 
in said establishments, as guaranteed in the 
last paragraph, nor to prevent the War La- 
bor Board from urging, or any umpire from 
granting, under the machinery herein pro- 
vided, improvement of their situation in the 
matter of wages, hours of labor, or other 
conditions, as shall be found desirable from 
time to time. 

Established safeguards and regulations 
for the protection of the health afid safety 
of workers shall not be relaxed. 

If it shall become necessary to employ 
women on work ordinarily performed by 
men they must be allowed equal pay for 
equal work and must not be allotted tasks 
disproportionate to their strength. 

The basic eight-hour day is recognized 
as applyying in ail cases in which existing 
law requires it. In all other cases the ques- 
tion of hours of labor shall be settled with 
due regard to governmental necessities and 
the welfare, health and proper comfort of 
the workers. 

The maximum production of all war in- 
dustries should be maintained and methods 
of work and operation on the part of em- 
ployers or workers which operate to delay 
or limit production, or which have a tend- 
ency to artificially imcrease the cost there- 


of, should be discouraged.

MERCHANTS FINED; . 
FAILED TO OBSERVE 
\“FAIR PRICE LIST” 


A number of Atlanta merchants who fail- 
ed to take the “Fair Price List,” published 
by authority of the food administration seri- 
ously, are now regretting that they did not 
abide by the prices noted therein. Arraigned 
before the administrator yesterday, @ num- 
ber of violators were fined. 

Morris Weinberg, 222 Lake avenue, and 
the Atlantic and Pacific Tea company, 
charged with selling eggs at a profit in ex- 
cess of one cent per dozen, were invited to 
contribute to the Anti-Tuberculosis associa- 
tion at the rate of $1 for each dozen eggs 
sold at the advanced prices. Their fines 
amounted to $15 and $23, respectively. 

J. T. Bell, 127 Cherokee avenue, who, it is 
said, sold cheese at a price in excess of that 
noted in the “Fair Price List,” was also per- 
mitted to enrich the coffers of the Anti- 
Tuberculosis association to the extent of $10. 

F. Diamond, No. 1 Lee street, it is alleged, 
loaned 800 pounds of sugar to K. Ruskin, 175 
Magnolia street, without demanding the sur- 
render of the proper certificates. Investiga- 
tion by the administration, it is said, proved 
that Ruskin afready had 800 pounds of sugar 
in his possession. So the administration ap- 
propriated the entire quantity and held a 
little sugar sale, which netted $105.60 for the 
tuberculosis sanitarium. 

In Savannah the Savannah Ice Cream 
company was on last Monday fined $250 for 
using sugar in the manufacture of sherbets 
in violation of the administration’s rules. The 
amount of the fine was turned over to the 
Savannah chapter of the Red Cross. 


PERMITS UNNECESSARY 
FOR BUILDING REPAIRS 
IF COST IS UNDER $2,500 


Following the strict government order 
in regard to the erection of new buildings 
of every character, the headquarters of the 
Atlanta division of region No. 12 of the re- 
sources and conversion section of the war 
industries board, on the third floor of the 
Fourth National Bank building, has been 
overrun with carpenters, mechanics and 
brick masons, both white and colored, to 
secure ‘‘permission” to purchase a few 
boards or brick or a few feet of iron pipe. 

Many of the workmen stated that the 
manufacturer had refused tv sell to them, 
and they had jobs on their hands to repair 
houses. Robert R. Otis, business manager 
of the organization, stated Tuesday that 
no permits of this kind will be issued to the 
workmen, as the order plainly states that all 
repairing and renovating of houses and 
buildings may continue, so long ag the ag- 
gregate cost of the material does not ex- 
ceed $2,500. Building permits will be is- 
sued only to contractors or owners by the 
national war industries board and not to 
workmen. 

In regard to manufacturers who refuse 
to furnish for odd repairing jobs Mr. Otis 
quoted the following section of the priority 
order: 

“Nothing in these instructions shall be 
construed as to prevent the sale of smal! 
quantities of materials for repairs or exten- 
sions to existing structures, the aggregate 
amount not to exceed $2,500.” 
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P.South Well Represented 
In List of Army Officers 
Praised by General Pershing 


‘Editor Constitution: On August 25 Gen- 
eral Pershing—a southerner, born in Missou- 
ri—issued an order of the day commending 
the officers of the eight divisions who had 
distinguished themselves in the great coun- 
ter offensive which hurled the Germans back 
from the Marne, and initiated the victory 
movement of the allies. It is interesting to 
note how famously the south is represented 
in this distinction as compared with other 
sections of the country. Forty-four officers 
are distinguished by name in General Per- 
shing’s proclamation. 

“You have shown,” said General Pershing 
in this historic order, “that American initia- 
tive and energy are as fit for the tasks of 
war as for the pursuits of peace. You have 
justly won unstinted praise from our allies 
and the eternal gratitude of our country- 
men.” 

Of the forty-four officers thus cited, nine 
are easterners, twelve from the middle west- 
ern states, and seventeen from the south. The 
six others are from the west or foreign born. 
One of the southeners is a South Carolinian, 
Colonel George M. Bomford, commander of 
the Fourth Infantry. Colonel Bomford rose 
from the ranks. He enlisted as a private 
in the Fifth Infantry in 1896, and was com- 
missioned as second lieutenant at the out- 
break of the Spanish-American war.

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HEALTH TALKS 


Ordinary influenza is an infeotious dis- 
ease characterized by chill or chilliness at 
onset, and then fever, headache, marked 
prostration or weakness, severe aches or 
pains in back and legs, usually cough from 
associated bronchitis; the cause of the dis- 
ease being a bacillus known as Pfeiffer’s in- 
fluenza bacillus (Pfeiffer was the bacteriol- 
ogist who discovered the bacillus in 1892), 
which bacillus is found in the sputum, some- 
times in the blood and sometimes in the 
‘cerebro-spinal fluid in cases of complicat- 
ing meningitis. 

Ordinary influenza is not “grippe” or “a 
bad cold.” It is a specific or definite disease, 
as specific or definite as diphtheria or 
whooping cough. “Grippe” or “a heavy cold” 
is a camouflage applied to an acute illness 
when the patient or the doctor does not 
know what is the matter. “Grippe” is not 
mild influenza at all. 

“Spanish” influenza is ordinary influ- 
enza. 

The virulent or injurious effect of influ- 
enza infection on the system renders the 
field fallow.for the invasion of certain other 
bacteria at the same time, and thus the bac- 
teriologist finds in cases of influenza such 
secondary or complicating infections as the 
Pneumococcus (pneumonia germ), certain 
strains or varieties of Staphylococcus (pus or 
inflammation producing germ) and Strepto- 
coccus strains (which produce local inflam- 
mationg here and there in the body). Among 
the localized inflammations likely to compli- 
cate influenza are gathering in the ear 
(acute inflammation of middle ear) with or 
without mastoiditis, endocarditis (an inflam- 
mation of the lining of the heart which may 
or may not seriously damage the heart 
valves), and pneumonia. 

Although influenza, either ordinary or 
Spanish—they are the same disease—usually 
invades the system via the respiratory tract, 
probably through the tonsils or the nasal 
cavity, in some instances the digestive tract 
bears the brunt of the assault, there being 
nausea and vomiting with the onset instead 
of cough or bronchial symptoms, or per- 
haps abdominal pains and severe diarrhoea 
accompanied by extreme prostration, amount- 
ing to collapse. The abdominal type of in- 
fluenza is fortunately rare. 

In the great influenza epidemic that 
reached and spread over this country in 
1889-90 there was a popular superstition, 
probably encouraged by some of the doctors, 
that the disease had been carried here on 
the wild winds that blew across the sea 
from Europe. The disease was brought by 
human carriers in the steerage of ships. To- 
morrow we will tell how to get along with 
influenza and how to get along without it— 
you reads your paper and takes your choice.

Doctor Kinda Tired. 

_ I am @ young mother, and weigh 98 
pounds, being 62 inches tall. With a sus- 
picion of tuberculosis I consulted our doctor. 
He did. not examine me, but just looked at. 
me and. said he thought I was anemic. He 
prescribed some iron pills, and told me to 
take three full boxes. They have done me 
no good. Kindly give me your opinion of 
my case. (Mrs. 'E. M. F.) 

ANSWER—Your case is perhaps one that 
requires a doctor who is not suffering with 
that tired feeling. 

Machinist’s Boltls. 

Please tell me what to do to prevent boils 
coming on the hands and arms and some- 
times on the face. I am a machinist, and I 
notice a good many other men in the shop 
have similar trouble which they blame on the 
oil. (H. D.) 

ANSWER—Not the oil, but pus-producing 
germs carried in the oil from a boll or éther 
infected lesion of the hands of one man to 
other men in the shop. The oil might be 
disinfected by the addition of a reasonable 
amount of Hygienic Laboratory Pine Oil Dis. 
infectant (complete directions for the mak- 
ing of this may be had in a free bulletin 
on the subject issued by the VU. S. Public 
Health Service, Washington, D. C.) Imme- 
diate disinfection of every abrasion, scratch, 
puncture or cut with tincture of todtne, fol- 
lowed by an impervious coating with flexible 
collodicn, would prevent most such infec- 
tions. A man with boils or other festering 
or infected lesions of the hands should not 
be permitted to remain at work, for he is 
likely to spread infection to other men in 
the shop.

ice. He declared that the primary use 
to which & commodity was put should 
govern its classification and the pri- 
mary use of cotton seed meal was as 
food for stock. 

J. N. Steadwell, of the southern clas- 
sification committee, emphasized the 
position taken by Mr. Browder, and 
said he did not consider it proper for 
cottonseed meal to be shipped from a 
point in Georgia to some point west of 
the Mississippi-and have it start out 
as fertilizer afid changed as it crossed 
the river to stock food. 

The discussion of cotton seed meal 
took up the entire morning, and it was 
considered from every angle. 

Bunn, représenting the Bir- 
mingham traffic bureau, said upon be- 
half of the cotton seed manufacturers 
in and around Birmingham that he de- 
sirede to enter a protest against the in- 
crease proposed on cotton seed cake, 
cotton seed hull bran, cotton seed hulls 
and cotton seed meal. 


Cement Men Object. 


Murray Billings, speaking for the 
Portland Cement association, said that 
@s arranged at the Chicago hearing, a 
conference had been held with refer- 
ence to ratings on artificial stone ‘and 
other conference would be assembled 
and a report made at the Washington 
hearing. He wanted, however, to go on 
record as wishing the relation bétween 
artificial stone and natural stone to 
be maintained. He objected to the pro- 
posed specifications covering paper bags 
to be used in making shipments of ce- 
ment, as these specifications are not in 
accord with those used in making the 
bags in which the products of the com- 
panies he represents are shipped. He 
was quite willing, he said, to have these 
specifications entirely removed from the 
consolidated classifications, and also to 
have removed the rating which would 
permit shipments of cement in paper 
bags in less than carload. quantities.

This would bring about a sit- 
uation which would work to the indus- 
trial detriment of the south.

An act to amend Paragraph 1, Section 7, 
Article 7, of the Constitution of the State 
of Georgia by inserting hotween the word 
“thereof” and the word! ‘‘at,” as they oc- 
cur in the tenth line of said paragraph, the 
following, ‘‘voting,’’ so ag to authorize any 
county, municipal corporation or political 
division of this state to incur any new debt 
with the assent of two-thirds of the quali- 
fied voters of such county, municipal cor- 
poration or political division voting at an 
election for that purpose, to be held as 
may be prescribed by law. 

Section 1. Be ii enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by the same, that Paragraph 
1, Section , Articie 7, of the Constitution 
of this state be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by inserting between the word 
“thereof” and the word “at,” as they oc- 
cur in the tenth line of said paragraph, the 
following, ‘“‘voting, provided said two-thirds 
so voting shall be a majority of the regis- 
tered voters, and provided further that all 
laws, charter provisions and ordinances 
heretofore passed or enacted providing spe- 
cial registration of the voters of counties, 
municipal .comporations and other political 
divisions of this state, to pass upon the is- 
suance of bonds by such counties, municipal 
corporations and other political divisions 
are hereby declared to be null and void, and 
the General Assembly shall hereafter have 
no power to pass or enact any law providing 
for such special registration, but the validity 
of any and all bond igsues by such 
counties, municipal corporation or oth- 
er political divisions made prior to 
January 1, 1918, shall not pe af- 
fected thereby,’” so that said paragraph 
when so amended shali read as follows: 

Paragraph 1. The debt hereafter incurred 
by any county, municipal corporation or 
political division of this state, except as 
in this Constitution pruvided for, shall not 
exceed seven per centum of the assessed 
value of all the taxable property therein, 
and no such county, municipality or division 
shall incur any new debt, except for a 
temporary loan or loans to supply casual 
deficiencies of revenue, not exceeding one- 
fifth of one per centum of the assessed 
value of the taxable property therein, with- 
out the assent of twe-thirds of the qualified 
yoters thereof voting at an election for that 
purpose to be held as prescribed by law, 
provided said two-thirds so voting shall be a 
majority of the registered voters, and pro- 
vided further that all laws, charter pro- 
visions and ordinances heretofore passed or 
enacted providing special registration of the 
voters of counties, municipal corperations 
and other political divisions of this state to 
passe upon the issuance of bonds by such 
counties, municipal corporations and other 
political divisions are hereby declared to 
be null and void; and the General Assembly 
shall hereafter have no power to pass or 
enact any law providing for such special 
registration, but the validity of any and all 
bond issues by such counties, municipal cor- 
porations or other political divisions made 
prior to January 1, 1918, shall not be affected 
hereby, but any city the debt of which 
does not exceed seven per centum of the 
assessed vaine of the, taxable property at 
the time of the adoption of this Constitution 
may be authorized by law to increase at 
any time the amount of said debt three 
per centum upon such assessed valuation. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That whenever the above 
proposed amendment to the Constitution 
shall have been agreed to by two-thirds of 
the members elected to the two Houses of 
the General Assembly, and the same has 
been entered on their Journals, with the 
ayes and nays taken thereon, the Governor 
jshall cause said amendment to be published 
in at least two newspapers in each Congres- 
sional District in this state for a period of 
two months next preceding the time of hold.

Section 3 Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That the above proposed

Section 1. The General Assembly of the 
State of Georgia hereby proposes to the 
people of Georgia and amendment to Para- 
graph 2, Section 1, Articie 11, of the Con. 
stitution of this State as follows: That in 
addition to the Counties heretofore exist- 
ing in this State, created by the General 
Assembly, and those created by amend- 
ments to the above and foregoing para- 
graph, section and article of the Constitu- 
tion of this State, there is hereby created 
an additional county, which county, when 
created, shall be known as Treutien Coun- 
ty. The territory for tne formation of the 
said County of MTreutien shail be taken 
from the Counties of Montgomery and 
Emanuel, and the said territory so taken 
for the formation of said County of Treut- 
len shall be included within the following 
described boundaries, to wit: Starting at a 
point on the east side ofthe Oconee River 
where Red Biuff Creek empties into the 
Oconee River and running up said Red 
Bluff Creek to a point where the river 
road crosses Red Bluff Creek, thence on a 
straight line in a northeasterly direction 
to Wixtrum’s Bridge on Pendleton Creek, 
said Pendleton Creek being the present line 
between Montgomery and Emanuel Coun- 
ties, thence in a northerly direction from 
Wixtrum’s Bridge on Pendleton Creek to 
Moore’s Bridge on the Ohoopee River; the 
public road from Wixtrum’s Bridge lead- 
ing to Swainsboro being the line to said 
Moore’s Bridge on the Ohoopee ‘River; 
thence up the run of the Ohoopee River 
from Moore’s Bridge to McLemore’s Bridge 
where the Savannah and Dublin public road

quired by law, and the laws now in force 
in this State in regard to’ commissions for 
officers and the bonds required of them 
shall be applicable to, the officers 80 elect- 
ed, and they shall hold their offices until 
the next general election for county offi- 
cers and until their successors aré elected 
and qualified. The General Assembly is 
hereby given power to create any statutory 
offices or statutory courts and provide for 
filling the same. Vacancies that may occur 
before the next general election in any 
of said offices shall be filled as now pro- 
vided by law. That said new county, when 
created, shall become a part of the twelfth 
Congressional District and sixteenth Sena- 
torial District and shall ve included in the 
Oconee Judicial Circuit, and a Superior 
Court for said county is hereby created, 
which court'shall have the same jurisdic- 
tion as now provided by law for the Su- 
perior Courts of this State; that the said 
court until otherwise changed by law shall 
be held on the third Mondays of February 
and August of each year, but the General 
Assembly is hereby expressly given the 
power to change the terms of said court and 
to increase the number thereof: that the 
justines of the peace and constables re- 
siding within the territory included within 
the new County of Treutlen as now pro- 
vided by law. That the provisions of Chap- 
ter 183 of the Code of 1910 are here y 
made applicable to said proposed County of 
Treutien, and that all the general laws 
of this State in reference to holding eleo- 
tions for the purpose of creating debt, 
and that the said proposed County of 
Treutien shall, when created become in all 
respects a statutory county, and shal] be 
governed by all laws now in force in this 
State relating to counties and county af- 
fai and shall be subject to the Legisia- 
tive control of this State, and the Legisla- 
ture of this State is hereby given power 
to enact laws in reference to said county 
in the same manner and the sams extent 
that they have the power to legislate as to

An act to amend Article 8, Section 2, 
Paragraph 1, of the Constitution of the 
State of Georgia, which relates to the num- 
ber of Senators, the number of Senatorial 
Districts, and the composition of such dis- 
tricts, so as to increase the number of Sen- 
ators and Senatorial Districts from forty- 
four to fifty-one, and to create seven new 
Senatorial Districts, as follows: Forty-fifth, 
Forty-sixth, Forty-seventh, Forty-eighth, 
Forty-ninth, Fiftieth and Fifty-first, out of 
certain counties, and for other purposes. 
Section 1. Be #s enacted by the General 

Assembly of the State of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the same, 
that Articie 1, Section 2, Paragraph 1, of 
the Constitution of the State of Georgia be 
and the same is hereby amended as fol- 
lows: 

A. By striking out the words “Forty-four” 
wherever said words occur in the second 
line thereof. ;

This plan has received tentative ap- 
‘proval of representatives of manufac- 
turers’ and labor interests and will be 
discussed further tomorrow ‘with a 
delegation from the national industrial 
eonference board. 

In this connection it became known

A conference of different agencies 
was held today to discuss methods of 
eliminating duplication of efforts. 
pidly rising labor costs, stimulat- 
ed ~ A competition among industries for 
employees and by the government’s 
rime necessity for production have 
orced the war and navy departments 
to take the lead in promoting stabiliz- 
ing measures, officials explained today. 
In doing this they hope to guarantee 
to employees’ interests fair wages, in 
many cases higher than they now re- 
ceive but always uniform for an in- 
dustrial district or for an employment 
group, and stable for the period of the 
@greement. These agreements lasting 
probably for six months, will be con- 
cluded between the government rep- 
resentatives and labor and simultane- 
ously between government representa- 
tives and manufacturers. 

For their part manufacturers will 
be called on to pay no more and no 
less than thé standard scale and work- 
men will be asked to abide by the 
scale without threats of strike or other 
labor disturbance. If manufacturers 
refuse to pay the standard wages or 
pay more and thereby unsettle the 
community conditions they might find 
their supplies of fuel and materials 
cut off through priorities orders. If 
labor organizations violate the agree- 
ment their members would be barred 
from seeking work through employ- 
ment agencies, all of which now are 
government controlled. 

This plan as outlined today by offi- 
cials of the war and navy departments, 
would be subject to many variations 
but the government’s power to insist 
on a minimum of labor agitation in the 
interest of war production would re- 
main. 

The proposed gen is an amplification 
of that adopted recently by the war 
and navy departments in settling 
threatened strikes of machinists in 
New York, Buffalo and Rochester.

Dur- 
ing the last few weeks he is said to 
have received an unusually heavy mail 
and himself has written several hun- 
dred letters. It was his prolific letter 
writing that first caused attention to 
be attracted to him and finally resulted 
in the case being investigated by secret 
service agents. 

Simon claimed to be a secret service 
man and says he has been doing indus- 
trial work among laborers in Macon 
since last July, intimating he was em- 
ployed to watch workers in large in- 
dustrial concerns to see if discontent 
existed among them. Hhe claims to be 
a Hungarian and says he has traveled 
in England, France and 
Germany. 

The federal officers eay that while 
Simon,may be engaged in a legitimate 
business, they are going to make sure 
of it before they give him his liberty.

contract. The absence of: these points 
makes the contract as submitted by 
;the administration impossible and un- 
ilivable, so far as the short lines are 
‘concerned, and, in the opinion of the 
\short lines, does not conform to the 
principles set out by the president in 
his veto message to congress of July 
11, 1918. 

‘No negotiations will be had with 
the railroad administration unless the 
director general of railroads will listen 
to the claims of the short lines person- 
ally and grant the vital points neces- 
sary to their very existence.”
